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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's paper filed 3/4/2004. 



Drawings 

The replacement sheet of drawings was received on 3/4/2004. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-35 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

There is not taught or disclosed in the prior art an excimer or molecular fluorine laser 
including inter alia an intracavity homogenizer including a bi-prism such that the bi-prism is 
within the resonant cavity. The prior art teaches bi-prisms as homogenizer elements (such as for 
example the previously cited Rimsby reference), but such elements are extra-cavity 
homogenizers, and there is no suggestion for including the bi-prism homogenizer elements 
within the cavity as required by the present invention. Further, any bi-prisms located within the 
cavity in the prior art are not homogenizers. The Applicant's arguments are sufficient in 
persuading the Examiner that the prior art intracavity bi-prisms (such as in the previously cited 
Lister reference) are not homogenizer elements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the

Conclusion
